“V’ve been told that Heidel- 

' berg only can ask for expenses 
they’ve outlayed on me so I 
don’t expect my transfer fee to 
be any more than $10,000,” 
said Stevenson, in his second 
season with Heidelberg since 
arriving from Scotland. 

Which makes Stevenson a 

-real bargain. No wonder so 
many clubs are interested in 
securing his striking talents. 

Stevenson continued to 
hedge when I asked him if he’d 
prefer a move to Sydney 
rather than Adelaide. 

“If I was to get a concrete 
offer from Sydney I'd have to 
really consider it. If a player 
wants to further himself then 
Sydney's probably his best bet. 
If you show that you can per- 
form up there then people sit 
up and take notice. 

Stevenson saw a specialist 
last week about the cartilage 
trouble he’s carried through- 
out the recently completed 
season but was relieved to 
find out that surgery won’t be 
needed 


“I've got a slightly torn 
cartilage but the specialist 
told me it will clear up in a 
month provided I rest. I've 
been training three nights a 
week and playing on the week- 
ends so I haven’t had a chance 
to rest it.”’ 

Stevenson is ambitious and 
confident in his ability to make 
brs mark in Australian soccer, 
even though he hasn't had a 
great year in 1985. 

“Good strikers work in pairs 
bat I haven't really had a stri- 
king partner all year. Theo 
Selemidis is a good player but 
he’s not a striker. Stevie Winn 
had one of those seasons when 
nothing would go right for him 
while Scotty Patterson had too 
many hassles with the club and 
eventually was ditched. 

“Wherever I go, I want to 
have a Striking partner. All the 
good sides have that. Heidel- 
berg basn’t.”’ 

The Stevenson saga may 
take a new twist shortly and he 
may stay in Melbourne after 


all, but not with Heidelberg. -

Sydney Olympic will push for amal- 

gamation with Canterbury-Marrickville 
if Tom Doumanis succeeds Jim Peti- 
nellis as Olympic’s president. 
“If we want to have a top team representing the 
Greek community of Sydney, then Olympic and 
Canterbury have to amalgamate,”’ Doumanis said 
this week. 

“Both clubs rely on financial: support from the Greek 
community, but how deeply an our supporters dig into

Canterbury has won the right to promotion by finishing 
at the top of the NSW State League. j ;

Doumanis, a Solicitor, is Sydney Olympics secretary at 


the moment. 

He is among the candidates seeking to succeed Petinel- 
lis, who will relinquish the presidency due to ill health. 
The elections are on November 10. 

Although he now favors amalgamation with 
Canterbury, Doumanis was among those who opposed the 












move last time it came up. His objection at the time re- 
volyed around Canterbury's licensed club at Brighton le 
Sands. He suggested both Canterbury and Olympic should 
move to a neutral licensed club elsewhere, but the sugges- 
tion gained no support. 

Despite reports that Olympic was trying to lure John 
Margaritis from Juventus, Olympic has reappointed Man- 
fred Schaefer, who has done the job with great distinction 
over the past two years. 

Captain Peter Raskopoulos is talking about moving to 
Western Australia with his parents but, according to 
Doumanis,; Olympic will make him an offer he would find 
difficult to refuse. 


And the club intends to re-sign top players Marshall 
Soper, Chris Kalantziz, Tony Dakos and Graham Jen- 
nings, whose contracts have expired. Martyn Rogers has 
been released to play in England during the Australian 
off-season, but will rejoin Olympic in 1986.

England’s glamor clubs, like their Austral- 
ian counterparts, are pushing for a “super 


league’’. 


Just as Australia’s most. 


powerful 14 clubs want to play 
each other in a revamped 
league next season, so Eng- 
land’s big five — Manchester 
United, Liverpool, Everton, 
Tottenham Hotspur and Arse- 
nal — say they are ready to 
quit the Football League. 


The “Daily Mirror’’ reported 
last week that these clubs plan to 
invite 13 or 14 other crowd-pullers 
from the First and Second Divi- 
sions to join them next season in a 
new competition. 


Chairman of the five would not 
comment on the report, which fol- 
lowed rumors within football 
circles that at least a skeletal 
breakaway plan had been drawn 
up. 


Meanwhile, NSL hairman Sam 
Papasavas said a Council of Clubs 
meeting was planned for October 
18, to decide on the 1986 league for- 
mat. 

The latest development, at a 
meeting in Sydney last week, is 
that APIA, at least, is willing to 
play in the Southern Division if the 
two-division format is retained. 
Reports that either Sydney 
Croatia or Sydney Hakoah would 
be willing to do likewise, so that 
the two Brisbane clubs could move 
to the Northern Division, remain 
unconfirmed. 

APIA’s position is precarious. 
Penrith is pushing ahead with 


legal action over what it claims _ 


were irregularities in the awar- 
ding of points and rulings on lay- 
ers’ eligibility. If Penrith is suc- 
cessful, it could retain its NSL 
membership, while APIA is re- 
legated. 

The game’s struggle for finan- 
cial stability in England over the 
past decade in the face of mush- 
rooming player payments and 
growing commercialism has seen 
the idea of a rebel league surface 
several times. 

However, it is being taken more 


seriously this time as clubs are 
~ faced with a dramatic plunge in 


gates due to last season’s crowd 
violence and the tough new meas- 
ures to combat it, such as drink 
bans and all-ticket matches.

kedonia’s Murra 


plots the season 


“It’s like a dog's breakfast, it’s all 


over the place.” 


That's Preston Make- 
donia coach Bill Murray 
talking about the Austral- 
ian soccer season. Murray 
wanted to elaborate on 
remarks he made in last 
week's “Soccer Action’. 

“The two major premises 
on which the season is struc- 
tured are wrong. The first is 
that the more games you play, 
the more money you get in be- 
cause more people watch the 
games. That's simply not true. 
Less people watch. 

“The second premise is that 
in organising games we think 
that we can fit everything in, 
no matter what. That simply 
means that we are lumbered 
with an open-ended season that 
becomes ragged." 

Murray believes that the 
Australian season could be 
snappier and sharper, for the 
benefit of all. 

“There should be definite 
points where the season starts 
and ends and they should be 
stuck to rigidly, no matter 
what. That way, we'd give the 
competitions more meaning. 
They'd be less confusing for 
fans to follow. Players also 
could have a decent break, 
they'd be sharper when they 
were playing throughout the 
season and fans would have 
something better to watch," 

So here are Murray's sug- 
gestions for the restructuring 
of the season. He's not setting 
up aS an expert in such mat- 
ters; he’s simply suggesting 
tentative guidelines that he

readily admits can be im- 
proved upon: 

i. The season could startat 
the end of January and finish 
at the end of September. 

2. October could be used for 
any international or interstate 
commitments. 

3. Every competition — the 
NSL, Victorian leagues, 
National Cup and Victorian 
cup competitions — could be 
fitted into the January-Sep- 
tember framework. 

4.The season should peak in 
September and the National 
Cup final should be the last 
club game. The first three 
weeks of September should be 
taken up with the final five 
series and all other Cup finals 
— Dockerty, Armstrong, Vic- 
torian League, Provisional 
League, Amateur League and

final. 

5. The Buffalo Gold Cup (a 
Victorian competition) should 
be revamped. It should consist 
of four groups of three teams 
each and could be run over just 
two weeks (Sunday, Wednes- 
day, Sunday, Wednesday, Sun- 
day). That way interest in the 
preliminary rounds would be 
increased, for as Murray 
rightly points out, traditionally 
State League clubs do well in 
early games before succum- 
bing to NSL opposition. (The 
present format breaks the 
clubs into two, six-team 

oups and by the fourth and 
ifth games of the preliminary 
rounds the State League sides 
can be easy pickings for their 
NSL opponents.) 


6. If an NSL club has more 
than one player required for 
national team commitments 
then that club should have the 
right to have its match res- 
cheduled. National team train- 
ing camps shouldn't stop 
players returning to their re- 
spective clubs on weekends 
and playing for them. 

“We've got to put more 
quality into games and make 
competitions more meaningful 
by completely tightening up 
our season. We can do it too. 
The season can be made a lot 
more attractive with just a 
little bit of determination and 
co-operation between the NSL 
and the respective state feder- 
ations,” Murray said

APIA, after almost 10 years 
of decline — ever since its 
original decision not to join the 
NSL in 1976 — has become a 
team of very modest con- 
sequence, usually struggling at 
the bottom instead of being at 
the top, as in the past. 


Its huge, once passionate 
band of supporters has 
melted like gelato in the sun; 
the team’s continuous me- 
diocrity, the overall loss of 
Soccer’s appeal and the gradu- 
al Shift of Italian migrants into 
more middle-class pursuits 
have left their mark. 


In Rasic, they will get an ex- 
cellent coach, a very good or- 
ganiser, a disciplinarian and a 
brilliant PR man who can 
charm almost anybody except 
Arthur George into submis- 
sion. 

Just how successful he will 
be at APIA depends, to a very 
large extent, on the type of 
support he will be given. 


APIA’S main problem in 
recent years has been its poor 
soccer organisation, the weak

Have the barbarians of Brussels dealt soccer a hard 
enough blow to knock it into a senseless coma from which 
the game we used to Know will never awaken? 


‘Though those of us close to the 
game, perhaps too close, 
were prepared to dismiss 
Brussels as a social, and 
therefore ‘‘not our’, prob- 
lem and protest that soccer 
will survive in spite of it, 
evidence is al] around us 
that soccer is reeling and 
shaking in its mighty boots 
at where the effects of that 
black day will lead it. 

That there is no soccer on Eng- 
lish television is, for in- 
stance, directly traceable to 
Brussels and the dark image 

* soccer has as a result of hoo- 
liganism. 

In Australia, too, there is no 
doubt that Brussels has had 

~a devastating effect on a 
struggling game. And in the 
wake of it, Pratten Park 
was an episode it needed 
like a hole in the head. 

Despite many views to the 
contrary, I remain con- 
vinced that Brussels was the 
most prominent singular 
cause for the measly inter- 
est the two international 
series created. 

The two Australian inter- 
national series attracted 
only the partisan fans of the 
visiting teams while the 
‘neutrals’ and the “‘oc- 
casionals'’ were somewhere 
else. 


Flags 


That the already miserably at- 
tended National League 
matches would attract more 
fans than the internationals 
was unimaginable a few 
years ago and tragic evi- 
dence that soccer no longer 
attracts. Only flags, colors 
and allegiances do. 

Five years ago a decision to 
bring in a live telecast of 
Australia’s tour match 
against Greece from Athens 
was the back page lead in 
one of Sydney's mass 
circulation evening dailies. 

Recently the traditionally stir- 
ring promise of a World Cup 
qualifier against the old 
enemy, New Zealand, was 
getting but scant, token 
space in our daily papers. 

Two years ago the World 
Youth championship in 
Mexico stirred wide interest 
and I remember one popular 
radio talk-back program 
being completely dominated 
by it. 

The more recent tournament 
in the Soviet Union was trea- 
ted as little more than passe 
by the media. And not sur- 
pringly, because the public 
at large seemed to show 
little interest in it. 


Overseas crowds, apart from a 
few isolated places like Italy 
(stars and glamor) and 
France femersa ning soc- 
cer), are falling alarmingly. 
And despite Brussels, hoo- 
liganism is spreading. 


Cut-throat 


For that you can blame, apart 
from the thugs themselves, 
the politicians and other 
powerful people who foster 
a social environment where 
sections of humanity will 
want to stoop to murder in 
order to be heard. 

But soccer is not entirely 
blameless soccer, 
by its nature, invites such 
behaviour. 

Soccer, modern soccer, is a 
cut-throat game where the 
Sporting spirit, as we knew 
it, is long dead 


FIFA, which is ridded with 
expedient politicans whose 
empty or shallow rhetoric 
would put some of our 
Canberra MPs to shame, 
pays only lip service to the 
spirit of the game and waits 
entil a Brussels before it 
acts — and then acts by shif- 
ting the biame-.

Dave MclIntosh’s future at Mel- 
bourne Croatia is as clouded as the 
future of coach Domagoj Kapetano- 
vic.

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McIntosh was born in Dundee and as a 16 year old 
formed a striking partnership at St Francis Boys Club 
with Derek Johnstone, who was destined for club and 
international honors with Glasgow Rangers and Scotland. 

McIntosh spent two years with St Francis and three 
months with Downfield before being spotted by a Dundee 
scout and invited to play in three trial games. He was 
outstandingly successful, scoring in his first game, 
adding two goals in his second and completing his trial 
stint with a hat-trick against St Mirren reserves. 

He then established himself in Dundee’s reserves but 

_after his first full season ~pproached manager David 
White and asked to be switched to centre half. White 
agreed and under the tutelage of coaches Hugh Robertson 
and George Blues, the former APIA star and NSW Roth- 
mans Medal winner, McIntosh developed into a hard-hit- 
ting, fiercely competitive stopper. 

His first team debut was in 1974 and what a game big 
McIntosh had. Dundee drew 3-3 with Scottish giant Glas- 
gow Celtic at Parkhead. Not only did McIntosh have a 
fine game against the legendary Kenny Dalglish, he also 
scored Dundee’s third goal in the 82nd minute! 

In all, McIntosh made 15 first team. appearances for 
Dundee. He would have made many, many more if not for 
a cartilage injury sustained in a First Division game 
against Clydebank, when McIntosh played against Davie 
Cooper, now of Rangers and Scotland fame. 

“I never really got back after that injury and the 
doctor told me that if I wanted to keep playing I'd have to 
play in a much warmer climate,”’ said McIntosh. 

“George Blues contacted John Thompson who was the 
team manager at Sydney Olympic and we decided on a 
contract over the phone and off I went to Australia.” 

That was in 1977, when interest in Australian soccer 
was at fever-pitch with the formation of the National 
League. Within a month of his arrival, that troublesome 
cartilage complaint had cleared up, taking with it the 
limp that had plagued McIntosh since the injury first fla- 
red. And McIntosh felt quite at home in Sydney, thanks to 
the Coogee Bay Hotel.

‘I spent three years with Olympic and had nine coach- 
es? 

Olympic was relegated from the NSL in 1979. McIn- 
tosh was holidaying in Scotland when November 30, the 
date by which he should have settled on a new contract, 
passed and upon his return he found himself transfer 
listed at $8,000. St George stepped in and snapped him up. 

“Raul Blanco was coaching St George when I joined in 
1980 and the club was building a new team. Blanco got rid 
of nine players and for most of the season we were run- 
ning around with 11 individuals on the park. 

“What wasn’t well publicised was that St George flew 
Frank Arok over here from Yugoslavia to have a look at 
its set-up and everyone knew that the club wanted to hire 
him for the next season. That undermined Blanco as far 
as I’m concerned and I got the feeling that he didn’t 
really care that much after Arok’s six week stay.” 

St George was relegated from the NSL in 1980 and Arok 
took over as coach. It was a great move for St George 
which took just one year in the NSW State League to win 
back its NSL status. However, the arrival of Arok sign- 
alled the end for Mcintosh. 

“Just let’s say that me and Frank Arok agreed to dis- 
agree. He wanted me to do something I couldn’t do. I 
didn’t mind the man-marking stuff at the back but he 
wanted me to also go forward all the time. I told him that 
that wasn’t my game. I didn’t want to leave big gaps at 
the back. From that point on, I was finished at St George. 
Arok dropped me to the reserves for about five weeks and 
when I asked for a transfer he even dropped me from the 
reserves when I wanted to keep playing there to let 
people have a look at me. I told him that but his attitude 
was that it was my problem, not his.”

Yugal Prague signed McIntosh on loan for $2,000 for 
the remainder of the 1981 season, winning promotion 
to the NSW State League. 

McIntosh still was a St George player when the 1982 
season dawned. He trained with Saints but the split with

‘“‘Yugal had trouble paying the players in 1983. I’m a 
pro and I'm paid to perform, so when the club struggled 
to pay me J asked for a move.” 

McIntosh rang Sydney soccer scribe Tom Anderson, 


* asking for a straightforward assessment — was he still 


good enough to play in the NSL? Anderson thought that 
McIntosh could do it and put him in touch with Willie 
Wallace, coach of new NSL club Penrith. Wallace gave 
McIntosh no promises but invited the big stopper to come 
down to training and take it from there. 

McIntosh trained hard and just before the start of the 
1984 NSW Ampol Cup, Penrith was sufficiently impressed 
to offer him a contract. He signed and Penrith forked out 
$3,000 for his transfer from Yugal. 

“T can’t really complain about the way I was treated at 
Penrith but when I read in the papers earlier this year 
that I had been transfer listed at $18,000 I just about fell 
off my seat.My first year there wasn’t bad. We (the play- 
ers) weren't paid for about three-quarters of the season 
but we all put in and kept trying hard because we all re- 
spected Willie Wallace. We started off well this year, 
reaching the final of the Ampol Cup only to go down 2-1 to 
Blacktown but I was offered a job in Melbourne which 
was a major promotion for me and I felt that it was in my 
best interests to accept. 

“I gave Penrith a month's notice which I thought was 
pretty fair but I was amzed when I found out how much 
they put on my head. Ispoke to Penrith’s secretary John 
Glynn but you couldn’t publish the conversation. When I 
moved down here, Footscray and Green Gully had wee 
nibbles but backed off when they found out the asking 
price. I just decided to cool my heels for a spell then 
Croatia dismissed Tommy Cumming and Sean Parton 
and decided to sign me. They paid Penrith $6,000 for my 
transfer and I was playing again, which was great.”’ 

McIntosh then, is one of a handful of players well quali- 
fied to weigh up the respective merits of soccer in Sydney 
and Melbourne and he has definite views on the topic. 

“There’s more skill in Melbourne without a doubt, but 
soccer in Sydney is faster and the players are fitter. The 
grounds in Melbourne are softer and in much better con- 
dition, which is more conducive to skilful play. The 
grounds are rock-hard in Sydney and turn into dustbowls 
halfway through the season. I suppose that’s why you see 
so many high balls played up there.” 

Mcintosh also has definite views on where the national 
team is going and his fall-out with Arok at St George does 
nothing to color his judgement. 

“Actually, Frank Arok’s probably the best coach I've 
been under. He demands and gets a lot from his players 
and the Australian side is probably the fittest it’s ever 
been. 

“‘Where I think the national team goes wrong is in play- 
ing tournaments against European club sides who basi- 
cally are over here for a holiday. We should be playing 
against national teams who will give the Australian team 
the respect it deserves. I get the feeling that winning 
these tournaments this year has lulled the Australian 
players into a false sense of security. d 

“j’m also disturbed by the way Melboune-based 
players don’t get a fair go in the national side. Terry 
Greedy’s not the greatest keeper in my view and the guy 
from Heidelberg (Jeff Olver) is better. Wee Joe Watson’s 
a great player but he’s getting past it and I would have 
Mike Petersen paying in midfield instead. And no matter 
what Charlie Egan said about the national team earlier 
this year, he should be in the side. Leaving him out is 
crazy. He’s the best goalscorer in Australia.”

Sawdon tops in Tassie

George Town United’s player-coach, Peter 
Sawdon, won the 1985 Rothmans Gold Medal 
in Tasmania with 35 votes at a presentation 
function held at the Wrest Point Casino last 
Friday. 

Sawdon received votes in 15 of the 21 matches and his tally is 
the third highest in the history of the award in Tasmania. 

Olympia-WPL's sweeper, Peter Sherman, was second with 27 
votes while Rapid’s Dale Blake and Deyonport City’s player- 
coach, Phil Ashworth, finished equal third with 26 votes. 

Tasmania’s Minister for Sport and Recreation, Brendan Lyons, 
presented the winner with his medal. 

“I’m absolutely on top of the world,"’ said Sawdon. “‘It’s an 
unbelievable feeling and I just couldn't explain it. 

“Without my teammates, it just wouldn’t have been possible. 
It’s the biggest award I’ve ever won and it’s the biggest I’m ever 
likely to win.” 

Sawdon has been in Tasmania for five seasons, after arriving 
from England, and took George Town to its second successive 
Northern Honeychurch Premier League title this season. 

It was his third championship in a row, having won the 1983 title 
with Launceston Juventus. 

Sawdon was also the league’s leading goalscorer with 26 goals 
and last week won the North's best and fairest honor, the George 
Dale award with 28 votes. 

He is the third player from Tee-side in England to win the 
Rothmans Gold Medal in Tasmania. Eric Young (1982) and Ian 
Parker (1984) are the other two and all three players lived and 
played their soccer within a 30-mile radius of each other near 
Middlesbrough.

national this week the matter will be resolved 
“Association champion International's Presi- 
dent Camillo Gato and Coach Gino Vadori 
were suspended from holding any official posi- 
tions with any soccer club for life because 
they allegedly had incited the riot. 

‘’The bans on the officials were imposed be- 
cause they incited the crowd to invade the 
field and they incited their players to walk off 
the field of play,’ Mr Altorf said last week 
when announcing the-suspensions. 

Action against International was taken 
after two International players were sent off 
after Portland had taken a 1-0 lead and their 
team-mates followed in a walk-out. : 

The drama in the semi-final began in the 
10th minute when referee Ken Corrigan and 
his linesman awarded Portland a goal from a 
Mike Niell kick from a scrimmage. 

The ball trickled along the goal line and 
International players argued that the ball did 
not fully cross the line. 

Harry Nieto and Lou Zaccado allegedly 
manhandled Corrigan and were sent off. 

As they were sent off, the other Inter- 
national players walked off the ground and re- 
mained in their changeroom for 10 minutes. 

They returned to lose the semi-final 2-1.

Zico returns 
for $3 mil. 


ZICO is back, at last, with Flamengo — 
signalling his return with a goal from a i- 
cal free kick in a 3-0 win over Bahia in the 
quarter-finals of the Brazilian championship. 


Zico’s return home from Udinese had been on the cards for six 
months and was a certainty after the jail sentence and heavy fine 
imposed on the Brazilian in his absence by an Italian court for tax 
evasion. 


Flamengo had faced a Udinese demand for a fee of close to the 
$7 million the Italians paid two years ago. But the court verdict 
was good news for the Brazilians. They dropped their offer to a 
mere $900,000, knowing there is no way Zico could have returned 
to Italy to play for Udinese. 


‘The Italians threatened to withhold all transfer documents and 
this game of international cat and mouse ended with agreement 
at around $3 million — the money put up on behalf of Flamengo by 
a bunch of multinational companies who will use the player for 
sponsorships and endorsements. 


Diego Maradona turned out in a “Welcome Home” game 
staged by Flamengo and then 60,000 fans attended the Maracana 
Stadium to see his competitive return to Brazilian club football 
against Bahia. 


The “‘Jornal do Brasil” reported that this was ‘‘a different Zico 
from the one who left us two years ago. He is not as explosive now 
but his thinking appears sharper. He is not as fast but he is quick- 
er than ever to see the pass which catches the opposition un- 
awares and opens the path to a goal for a team mate.”

The dreams of former Soc- 
ceroo Eddie Krncevic were shat- 
tered meanwhile in Dresden, 
East Germany. 

Krncevic’s goal at home had given 
Cercle Bruges a 3-2 victory against 
Dynamo Dresden, but on its home 
ground, Dynamo won 2-1. 

Vardar Skopje of Yugoslavia — 
former club of Socceroo Zarko Odza- 
kov — also squeezed through in the 
UEFA Cup on the away goals rule. A 
goal by Zdravkov gave Vardar a 1-0 
victory at home against Dinamo Buch- 
arest, making the aggregate score 2-2, 

Juventus led an Italian ‘full-house’ 
into the second round of the three Eu- 
ropean club competitions — but a 
number of famous names from other

While the six Italian clubs involved 
all safely negotiated their first-round 
clashes, four former European 
Champions Cup holders — Ajax, 
Celtic, Hamburg and Feyenoord — 
made early exits. 

Ajax was eliminated from the 
Champions’ Cup by Portuguese oppo- 
nent FC Port. 

Celtic, playing in front of empty ter- 
races, was beaten at home by Atletico 
Madrid in the Cup Winners’ Cup. 

Hamburg lost out to Sparta Rotter- 
dam in a penalty shoot-out in the 
UEFA cup while Dutch neighbor 
Feyenoord crashed out of the same 
competition when it was beaten 3-4 on 
aggregate by Sporting Lisbon. 

Celtic was not the only Scottish cas- 
ualty. 

Its Glasgow rivals Rangers lost 
their UEFA Cup encounter against Os- 
asuna Pamplona, leaving Scottish 
champion Aberdeen, easy winner 
against Iceland's Akranes, Britain's 
best hope for a European trophy. 

France also made a disastrous Start 
in the competitions and has only one 
survivor from five Starters. 

Monaco, Bordeaux, Auxerre and 
Metz all went out, leaving Nantes, 3-0 
home winner in the UEFA Cup against 
Iceland's Valur Reykjavik, to carry 
the French flag. 

In Spain, Barcelona trembled, 
losing 0-1 at home to Sparta Prague, 
but scraped into the second-round of 
the champions’ cup on away goals. 

But there was glory in the same 
competition for Finland. Kuuysi Lahti 
travelled to Yugoslavia and beat Sara- 
jevo 1-2 for a 4-2 aggregate triumph. 

In Turin, the eerie silence of the 
deserted Stadio Comunale served as a 
gelenent reminder of the Champions

Super league move 


The top clubs have also hurt 
more than most by the dead- 
lock between the League and 
television networks on match 
rights which has kept the 
game off British screens so far 
this season. 

There is little doubt they 
would prefer to operate in a 
more streamlined system than 
the umbrella of the §2-club, 
four-division football league. 


However suggestions the 
first division be slashed tv 16 
or 18 clubs have never got off 
the ground when the voting 
structure demands a three- 
quarters majority of the 92 
clubs for major changes.
